The Diviſion of 
Guilt is like* that of Matter; though it 
may be ſeparated into infinite Portions, 
every Portion ſhall have the Whole Eſſence 
of Matter in it, and conſiſts of as many 
Parts, as the whole did, before it was di- 
vided into Portions ; conſequently, both 
the Crime and the Penalty lie as heavy 
upon every Individual of an offending 
Multitude, as they would upon any ſin- 
gle Perſon, who had not ſhared with him 
in the Fault. Neither can Multitudes ex- 
empt from the Shame, which naturally 
follows the Detection of a Lye. There is 
no ſuch Thing as eſcaping the Scandal of 


a Lye, becauſe it is diffuſed amongſt 
Thouſands; for, though a Drop of the 


blackeſt Tincture wears away and va- 
niſhes, when mixed and confuſed in a con- 
ſiderable Body of Water; yet the Blot is 
ſtill in it, though it is not able to diſco- 
ver itſelf, ſo much as when alone. Ne- 


vertheleſs, this, 1 apprehend, is a very 


great Motive to ſeveral Party Offenders, 
who avoid Crimes, not as they are preju- 
dicial to their Virtue, but to their Repu- 
tation or worldly Credit: which is no 
leſs than playing the Part of an infamous 
© Hypocrite, who prefers the Appearance 
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© of Virtue to its Reality; and regards nei- 
ther the Dictates of Conſcience, the Sug-: 
« geſtions of true Honour, nor the Princi- 


* ples of Religion and Virtue. in the Coyrſe 
< of his own Conduct. As to the Authors 
2 of Lampoons, they are generally Men, 
who being angry, and, not daring to put

It heightens Indifference into Love; Love 


into Jealouſy; and Jealouſy into Madneſs: ; 
It turns the good-natured Man into an 


Ideot, and the choleric into an Aſſaſſin: 


It adds Bitterneſs to Reſentment: It makes 


Vanity unſupportable, and diſplays every 


little Spot of the Soul in its utmoſt Defor- 
mity, with the greateſt Confuſion.— lt has 
alſo a bad Influence on the Mind of the 


Perſon, that is devoted to it, even in their 
ſober Moments :—lIt inſenſibly weakens the 


Underſtanding, impairs the Memory, and 


makes thoſe Faults habitual, which are 


Produced by frequent Exceſſes. There: 


fore, no Words can expreſs the Terror and 


Deteſtation we ſhould have of ſuch a Con- 
dition, which makes us Slaves to ourſelyes, 5

gauge Breeding by the Barrel, to turn Drink- 
ing into an Employment, and the Infa- 
my of Drunkenneſs into a Perfection of 
human Nature, is very extraordinary. For 


this is perſuading us to reſcue our Honour 
from the Imputation of a pretended Vice 


by committing a real one. This is pro- 


voking us, by the Motives of Glory, to Ac- 
tions that degrade a good Man, and force 


an ill one even to bluſh. This 18 miſap- 


plying the Notions of Honour and Infamy, 
and pronouncing the Blemiſhes of Mankind 


to make up its Beauties. Muſt a Gentle- 
man lie under the Aſperſion of being a 
bad Neighbour, or ill-bred, who refuſes
